Attorney-General Cross bas in 
troduced a new Municipal Act ip 
the Alberta Legislature. 

The improvement over the old 
municipal ordinance is tbat pro- 
visions with respect to powers and 


duties of town officers, mayor, seo- 
retary treasnrer, solicitor, auditor, 
town police, provisions regarding

Stood off Fifiy Policemen 


Perhaps ihe’ most sefisutional 
crime ih the ‘siiuals! of’'Toronto, 
was perpetrated on Sanday, when 
kcoving the murder of his wife 

nd mother-in-law, colored people, 
at their home, 27, Elliott Street, 
William Withers, alias Hanning, 
held the house with three revol- 
vers against 50 policemen and de- 
tectives, committing suicide before 
hewas taken, Durifg the fight, 
which aseumed the proportions of 
a@ pitched battle, policeman Morris 
was shot as he went unuwmed into 


were told by a boy of, arts being 
heard in the house. . Foroing en- 
try by the rear window, they found 
the body of the mother-in-law. 


‘The bullet had entered under her| fy 
left eye. The policemen started| i 


upstairs, when Withers appeared 
at the head of the stairs and open- 
ed fire, wonnding Morris in the 
knee. The two fled, Yule suppor- 
ting his comrade, who is now in 
the hospital. His wound is not 
dangerous. Policemen and de- 
tectives hurried to the scene with 
150 rounds of ammunition. Two 
of them eutered the house, taking 
the front‘ and back stairs. The 
negro opened fire and they re- 
turped the fusilade. They finally 
withdrew. Meanwhile the police- 
men bad battered in the froat door 
with a post, and calledon Withefs 
to,surrender. He anewered bya 
shower of bullets, one grazing 
Policeman Howes’ face. The de- 
tectives then hearda single shot 
followed by a thud and a groan. 
Detectives rushed up and found 
him with a pistol clutched in his 
right band lying on the floor. 
It was a beavy Ivor-Johneon 38 
calibre, fully losded with one shot 
fired. Another similar gun fully 
loaded was found iu his coat. At 
the morgue, where all the bodis 
were taken, anotber revolyer of 
similar make was found Withers 
ehot bimself through the back of 
the head. He was breathing when 
taken, but scon expired.
